Range helps 
keep pilots, 
sround 
troops on 
target 


To the casual visitor, perhaps, the aerial 
gunnery range near Grayling, is primarily 
focused on helping military fighter pilots 
with their target practice. 

Senior Master Sgt. Alan VanPate sees ita 
little differently. 

“When the 107th Fighter Squadron went 
over to Afghanistan, all of their pilots came 
home safe. Even more importantly, they did 
not have a single instance of their ordnance 
coming too close to our guys on the 
ground,” said VanPate, the senior enlisted 
airman at the range. “Instead, they engaged 
with the enemy and helped soldiers and 
Marines on the ground to come home safe. 
That’s what we train for in Grayling.” 

Operated by the Michigan Air National 
Guard, the Grayling Aerial Gunnery Range 
provides realistic and relevant training 
opportunities for a variety of U.S. military 
aircraft, as wel] as Joint Terminal Attack 
Controllers (JTAC) and retated ground per- 
sonnel. In a typical year, the range will be 
the site of some 1,700 or so air missions 
and will be used as a training location by 
300 or more ground personnel. 

“The focus is on providing training as 
close as we can get it to what our personnel 
are going to experience when they deploy,” 
said Lt. Col. Timothy Brock, a Michigan 
Air National Guard pilot who serves as the 
range operations officer. “One of the rea- 
sons we have expanded the training oppor- 
tunitics here for JTACs and other ground 
personnel ts because working with those 
ground-based controllers is what our pilots 
do in places like Afghanistan.” 

In a valley along the edge of the massive 
Camp Grayling military reservation, the 
Grayling range features a small village set- 
ting; a variety of different types of vehicles 
made from shect metal and plywood; a 
variety of bunkers, and other shelters and, 
in the middle of it all, a couple of large 
white buildings with red crosses painted on 
the top — you’re not supposed to hit those.

Grayling Aerial Gunnery Range helps

Aircraft carrying practice 
bombs, rockets and guns 
can come at the targets from 
just about any direction and 
any angle. They are in.con- 
stant contact with range 
controllers in one of two 
nearby towers and very pos- 
sibly with any JTAC person- 
nel -— Air Force, enlisted 
members who embed with 


. infantry and related ground 


units to help coordinate air 
power support who may be 
training in the area. 
Depending on the type of 
aircraft and the training 
needs of the various partici- 
pants, the aircraft will make 
several “attacks” on various 
designated targets. The ord- 
nance carried by the aircraft 
are all “practice” versions of 
the real thing — the ballistics 


of the ordnance is the same 
but instead of a full load of 
explosives, they are 
equipped with roughly the 
equivalent of a shotgun 
Shell’s worth of explosives 
in a smaller, lighter bomb, 


just enough to make some. 


smoke on impact to help all 
involved better track exactly 
where the munitions hit. 
- Many of the aircraft that 
visit the range are more or 
less “local” to the Midwest, 
such as A-10 Thunderbolt 
If’s from the 107th Fighter 
Squadron at Selfridge Air 
National Guard Base and 
the Toledo-based F-16 
Fighting Falcons from the 
Ohio Air National Guard’s 
180th Fighter Squadron. 
The range also provides 
training to active duty Air 
Force B-52 Stratofortresses, 
Navy and Marine Corps F- 
18 Super Hornets, various 
Army attack helicopters and 
other aircraft. 

Brock said the range 
began seeking out JTAC and 
other ground troops to train 


at the base several years 


ago, because of the 200 air- 
craft or more per month that 
visit the range in the sum- 
mer. 

“Now, we’ve begun to see 
situations where we have 
JTAC units that send their 
people here for training and 
then the aircraft come here, 
because they want to work 
with the ground forces,” he 
said. “It is a training multi- 
plier.” . 

In situations like that, the 
visiting aircraft may utilize 
the air field al the Alpena 
Combat Readiness Training 
Center as a staging site for 
several days. The Alpena 
CRTC is about 50 miles 
from the air gunnery range 
and is the headquarters for 
the range. 

VanPate and another air- 
men assigned to the range 
are both JTAC instructor 
qualified and the facility 
also includes a virtual (rain- 
ing center useful for more 
junior JTAC personnel. In 
addition to U.S. personnel, 
the Grayling range is also 
utilized as a training site for 


keep pilots, ground troops on target 


several allied nations for 
their JTAC-equivalent per- 
sonnel, 

In addition to STACs and 
related personnel, Air Force 
civil engineer units are typi- 
cally utilized to build many 
of the target structures on 
the base, saving money in 
construction costs and pro- 
viding training to those 
units at the ‘same time. All 
together, about 300 JTACs 
and more than 1,300 other 
ground personnel train at 
ihe range in a typical year. 

“This is really a value- 
added = proposition —_ for 
Michigan, for the Guard and 
for the local communities,” 


Brock said. “‘We are bring- 


ing in a variety of units here, 
enhancing the training envi- 
ronment for our Michigan 
Guardsmen and being a 
contributing part of the local 
economy.”

Community garden plots 
available after expansion

After three bountiful 
years, the Community 
Garden Friends at the 
Crawford County 
Commission on Aging 


(COA) have nearly doubled 
the garden plots available 
for the upcoming season. 
Since 2009, the COA and 
the Carl W. Borchers VFW 
Post #3736, have partnered 
to provide a community gar- 
den on land located off of 
' Mary Ann Street and 
Madsen Street in Grayling. 
The garden is open to 
senior citizens along with 
any community member 
aspiring to grow their own 
fruits and vegetables. 
“It gives folks that don’t 
have space for a garden 
‘themselves a place to do a 
garden and it’s been a place 
to teach kids how to gar- 
den,” said COA Executive 
Director Alice Snyder. 
Barb Selesky, a senior cit- 
izen, spearheaded the 


Community Garden Friends 
project, 

“She is an active senior in 
our community and has put 
in a lot of time,’ Snyder 
said. 

Since the project started, 
all 26 lots have been 
reserved. 

“We’ve usually been full 
and all of our plots have 
been gardened every year,” 
Snyder said, 

Last year, trees were 
cleared and stumps were 
removed, with work donat- 
ed by Jack Millikin, Inc, to 
make a total of 47 garden 
plots available. 

People must register and 
sign a contract with the 
COA to reserve plots, which 
arc 10 by 10 or 10 by 18. 

Currently, Boy Scouts are 
installing fencing and gates 
at the garden as part of their 
Eagle Scout projects. The 4- 
H Clovers Group, which is 
led by Selesky and Helen 
Budd, also helps out at the 
garden. 


“We've tried to make it an 
intergenerational project, so 
we have involved youth at 


different times,” Snyder 
said. 
Home Depot and the 


Grayling Greenhouse and 
Nursery have donated plants 
for the garden. Milllown 
Feed and Lawn has donated 
compost. 

The Baker Creek 
Heirloom Seed Company 
has donated organic seeds 
for the garden, 

“We’ve gotten free seeds, 
so when people sign up, 
they’ve got something to 
start with,” Snyder said. 

The Knights of Columbus 
donated funds to purchase 
fencing materials to help 
keep the critters out of the 
community garden. 

Dave Lovely, the former 
Crawford County Sheriff, 
plowed the garden this year. 
Finally, Camp Grayling per- 
sonnel will fill water barrels 
at the garden since there is 


no well on the property or

The Four Mile Road Fire, 
which was started by sparks 
from a Lake State Railway, 
Inc. train engine on. April 
24, 2008, burned down 
1,300 acres of forest, three 
homes and other buildings, 
located on the Grayling 
Game Club property south 
of Grayling by Simpson 
Lake. The fire jumped I-75 
near the rest area. 

There are two compo- 
nents that make up a 
Firewise garden. First, 
cocoa bean muich is used 
rather than — traditional 
mulch, Cocoa mulch roasts 
when fire burns it instead of 
providing fuel for the fire. 
Next, plants that contain 
high amounts of water and 
low amounts of oil are used 
in Firewise gardens because 
they are more flame resis- 
tant,

“The fire burns the grass 
right up to the garden and 
that’s where it stops,” 
Woodley said. 

Ada Takacs, project coor- 
dinator for the DNR, is 
working with Woodley on 
the Eagle Scout project. 

An estimated 200 bags of 
cocoa mulch will be spread 
in the garden area. Woodley 
believes that 30 people can 
complete the weeding and 
spreading of the mulch in 
about four hours. 

Lunch and snacks will be 
provided to volunteers. 

The project will begin at 
9 a.m. on Saturday, May 19.

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US REP. JOHN D. DIN- 
GELL of Michigan already 
holds the record for serving 
in Congress longer than any 


other individual in 
American history. 

The Dearborn Democrat 
_ set the record in 2009, and 
this year will go after his 
30th consecutive two-year 
term in the House of 
Representatives. That would 
give him 60 years in the 
same job. 

The family history goes 
back even further. 

In 1955, Rep. Dingell 
won a special election to fill 
a vacancy created by the 
death of the incumbent, his 
father, John D. Dingell, Sr. 

The elder Mr. Dingell 
served more than 20 years in 
Congress, having first been 
elected in the Democratic 
landslide of 1932 when 
Franklin Delano Roosevelt 
won his first of four elec- 
tions as president. 

The younger Mr. Dingell, 
who now is 85, certainly has 
distinguished himself in 
Washington, and not only by 
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by Richard Milliman 


Incumbents want to hang on to jobs 


longevity. 

He also has been effective 
as a legislator, especially 
looking out for the interests 
of his constituency, which 
importantly has included the 
auto industry and the union 
workers who make the 
wheels run on the produc- 
tion lines. 

So Mr. Dingell is going to 
run again. And why not? He 
has proven himself to be a 
survivor. 

* * * 

MR. DINGELL’S district 
was reapportioned again this 
year following the 2010 
census, but it’s not much 
different. 

Ten years ago, it was 
sliced and diced to pit him 
against another Democratic 
incumbent, Rep. Lynn 
Rivers of Ann Arbor, and 
Mr. Dingell had to scramble 
to win that primary. 

This year, it should not be 
so tough. In the Democratic 
primary, he will go against 
University of Michigan doc- 
toral candidate Daniel 
Marcin of Ann Arbor, and 


Mr. Dingell likely will coast 
to a win. 

In the general election, he 
is expected to face 
Republican Karen Jacobson, 
a business woman from 
Dearborn, and again Mr. 
Dingell should be the 
favorite. 

However, there’s always 
uncertainty. Mr. Dingell lost 
considerable congressional 
clout. in 2009 when 
Democrats who then ran the 
House dumped him after a 
feisty struggle from his 
long-held chairmanship of 


the powerful House 
Commerce and Energy 
Cominittee. 


Two years later, when 
Republicans took control, 
Democrats gave Mr. Dingell 
a title something like 
“Ranking Minority Member 
Emeritus” of the committee, 
but his iron grip on legisla- 
tion is gone. 

Sooner or later, the mere 
fact of Mr. Dingell’s 
advancing age is going to 
come into play in this dis- 
trict. Constituencies also 


change. 
* * * 

TWO OTHER congres- 
sional races in southeastern 
Michigan also are fascinat- 
ing to watch from afar. Both 
are complicated by reappor- 
tionment, Detroit population 
loss, and Michigan losing 
one congressional seat this 
year. 

The Republican-designed 
districting plan made sure 
any pain would be felt by 
Democratic incumbents, 
and so two silting congress- 
men are running in the same 
district. 

The last two remaining 
Detroit oriented districts 
now will reach northward 
into more suburban popula- 
tions. 

Freshman Reps. Hansen 
Clarke of Detroit and Gary 
Peters of Oakland County 
are battling in the 14th 
District, with Mr. Peters 
drawing major support from 
organized labor. Mr. 
Clarke’s public record also 
is pro-union. 

Other candidates in the 


14th, Democratic primary 
are Mayor Brenda Lawrence 
of Southfield, who ran for 
lieutenant governor on the 
Virgil Bernero ticket in 
2010, and former State Rep. 
Mary Waters of Detroit. 
* * * 

LONG TIME VETERAN 
Rep. John Conyers in the 
newly drawn 13th district 
next door also could see 
trouble in the Democratic 
primary. 

Mr. Conyers trails Rep. 
Dingell in congressional 
longevity, but not by much. 
Mr. Conyers first was elect- 
ed in 1964 when President 
Lyndon Johnson buried Sen. 
Barry Goldwater in the pres- 
idential race. He has headed 
the prestigious House 
Judiciary Committee, and — 
like Mr. Dingell - carries the 
burden of being up there in 
age at 83. 

Only slightly more than 
half his present Detroit 
dominated district is in the 
new 13th district, which is 
split 63-37 percent between 
Detroit and the suburbs. 


Mr. Conyers also faces a 
slew of primary opponents 
including State Sens. Glenn 
Anderson of Westland and 
Bert Johnson of Highland 
Park, and State Rep. 
Shanelle Jackson of Detroit. 

Also running are Godfrey 
Dillard, Detroit attorney; 
John Goci, Wayne-Westland 
school board member; and 
Thamar Johnson, Detroit 
businessman. 

Deadline for candidate fil- 
ing for the August primary 
is May [5, so final candidate 
lists may be a bit foggy at 
this point. . 

Voters in both districts in 
November likely will elect 
whichever candidates win 
the primaries. 

However, this election 
year already has been unpre- 
dictable. It may continue to 
be.

The theme of Romans now 
shifts to a study of God’s min- 
istry beginning in Romans 

3:8: .” 8Now 1 say that 
Jesus Christ was a minister.of 
the circumcision for the truth 
of God, to confirm the 
promises made unto the 
fathers.” 

The name Jesus Christ 
identifies the exclusiveness of 
God’s person of salvation. 
Jesus is translated from 
Jesous in the Greek New 
Testament and identifies also 
the Savior Yehowshuwa in the 
Hebrew Old Testament. All 
three names speak of one 
Lord and Savior. Matthew 
1:21 explains this:: “21And 
she shall bring forth a son, 
and thou shalt call his name 
JESUS: for he shall save his 
people from their sins.” 
Christ is a translation of 
Christos in the Greek which is 
a translation for the promised 
Old Testament Messiah, the 
anointed one. That is why 
Peter said in Acts 4:12: 
“}2Neither is there salvation 
in any other: for there is none 
other name under heaven 
given among men, whereby 
we must be saved.” 

* Jesus Christ was a min- 
ister of the circumcision....” 
Jesus Christ first came as a 
Jewish minister or servant. 
The word minister is diakonos 
in the Greek, from which we 
get our word deacon. As 
Jesus said in Matthew 20:28: 
“28Even as the Son of man 
came not to be ministered 
unto, but to minister, and to 
give his life a ransom for 
many.” “8And being found 
in fashion as a man, he hum- 
bled himself, and became 
obedient unto death, even the 
death of the cross.” ¢ Phil. 
2:9), As Peter said in | Peter

more drugs to get high

LANSING - The amount 
of alcohol abuse among 
teenagers dropped over the 
past decade, but drug abuse 
continued to go up, say 
health — specialists in 
Michigan. 

“Upward abuse among 
teenagers is mostly seen in 
\reatment for opiates, mari- 


juana and prescription 
drugs,” said ~~ Deborah 
Hollis, director of the 


Bureau of Substance Abuse 
and Addiction Services at 
Department of Community 
Health. 

According to the bureau, 
over the last decade the rate 
of alcohol abuse per thou- 
sand adolescents aged 12 to 
17 dropped by 27 percent 
while drug abuse, especial- 
ly marijuana, increased by 
20 percent in four years. 


The most commonly 
used drugs include K2. 
“synthetic marijuana,” 
cocaine, heroin, inhalants, 
prescription drugs and 


over-the-counter medica- 
tion. 

Tonya Collins, preven- 
tion coordinator at the 
Kalamazoo Community 
Mental Health and 
Substance Abuse Services, 
said reasons for expanded 
marijuana use are easy 
access and the perceived 
small risk associated with 
the drug. 

“The general problem is 
the root cause, the low per- 
ception of danger seen in 
marijuana, Even the gener- 
al public is not dealing with 
marijuana as an edgy drug 
but as a way to medicate 
‘yourself. It is becoming 
more and more available, 
both legally and illegally,” 
Collins said. 

Collins noted that the 
concept of “medical mari- 
juana” also makes 
teenagers believe that it 
will not harm them. 

“Tf the teenager sees the 
drug is legally used for 
medical purposes and peo- 
ple can actually receive a 
prescription for it, they pre- 
sume it is safe. However, 
they don’t realized that the 
human mind doesn’t fully 
develop until 21 to 24 years 
old. They are just killing 
their brain cells,” she said. 


Studies show marijuana. 


use rising both within the 
state and across the nation, 


The “Monitoring — the 
Future” survey by the 
University of Michigan 


among 8th, 10th and |2th 
grade students last year 
found that between 
2007—11 the proportion of 
marijuana users increased 
from 21.4 to 25 percent. 
Along with marijuana, 
prescription drugs and 
over-the-counter medica- 
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tion are the most common 
among teenagers, the study 
found, 

Maric Helveston, preven- 
tion services coordinator of 
the Northern Michigan 
Substance Abuse Services 
based in Gaylord, said 
abuse of prescription drugs 
among teenagers is increas- 
ing in Northern Michigan. 

“It is an easy target for 
experimentation by youth. 
They can access their par- 
ents’ and grandparents’ 
medication at home. They 
have access to over-the- 
counter medications,” she 
said. 

“In some cases, people, 
out of their good nature, 
tend to share their pre- 
scribed medication for 
headaches or pain relief 
that could cause a serious 
harm,” Helveston said. 

Helvestons’s agency 
serves residents of 30 
counties including Alpena, 
Emmet, Traverse City, 
Cheboygan, Mason, 
Manistee, Wexford and 
Gladwin. 

The agency formed a 
regional task force to col- 
lect data on drug and alco- 
hol abuse among teenagers 
in all 30 counties and to 
conduct intervention pro- 
grams through schools. 

Like other substance 
abuse centers around the 
slate, it conducts aware- 
hess-raising programs 
about the severity of pre- 
scription medication abuse, 

The mixture of prescrip- 
tion drugs with alcohol is 
another major concern 
among health specialists. 

Teresa Pizialli, a youth 
service program supervisor 
at the Great Lakes 
Recovery Centers Inc. 
Marquette, said her agency 
had several cases thal 
ended with fatal results. 

“Unfortunately, we had a 
couple of years when 
clients possibly overdosed 
or mixed illicit drugs and 
prescription drugs with 
alcohol that caused death. 
But we are glad {o see thal, 
in general, alcohol abuse 
among teenagers is starting 
to decline,” Pizialli said. 

Health specialists say a 
contributing factor to lower 
alcohol abuse ts less ayail- 
ability to youth, zero toler- 
ance Jaws for drivers under 
21 and restrictions on alco- 
hol promotions to youth. 

The U of M survey indi- 
cated that teens’ alcohol 
abuse declined across the 
nation, 

In the last decade, the 
proportion of — eighth 
graders reporting alcohol 
use ina 

30-day period fell from 
25 to 13 percent. Among 
tenth graders it fell from 43 
to 27 percent. Among 
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twelfth graders, it fell from 
54 to 40 percent. 

State and federal funding 
has helped many substance 
abuse and prevention pro- 
grams to conduct treatment 
and awareness-raising 
campaigns, according to 
Pizialli. 

“Unfortunately, the fund- 
ing declined over the years 
and we have to shrink our 
services,” she said. 

Kara Thomas, prevention 
coordinator at the Detroit 
Department of Health and 
Wellness Promotion, said 
her agency has lost almost 
80 percent of its funding 
since 2000, 


“Economically, the 
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majority of the population 
lives under the poverty line 
in Detroit. Most of our 
clients are on Medicaid. 
The federal funding cuts hit 
our treatment services and 
our prevention programs 
severely,” she said. 

According to Thomas the 
Detroit agency closely col- 
laborates with local resi- 
dents and churches that 
conduct many education 
prevention campaigns on 
their own. 

“We try to provide all the 
necessary information or 
send out staff members 
there to work with the 
youth,” Thomas said.
